NESTLE BOYCOTT SUSPENDED 

The seven-year-long boycott of products of 
the Nestle Corporation has been suspended 
after Nestle and the International Nestle 
Boycott Committee (INBC) agreed on guidelines 
for marketing of baby formula in developing 
countries, and Nestle agreed to endorse and 
implement the International Infant Formula 
Code of the World Health Organization. 

The UCC was among the first of 87 religious, 
labor, women's and health organizations to 
join in the INBC. 

In an open letter to the UCC, Dr. Avery Post, 
President of the UCC, said "Now is a time 
for us to rejoice and celebrate this very 
successful action which begins to safeguard 
the children of the Third World from hazards 
related to the inappropriate marketing of in- 
fant formula. You should therefore in all 
good conscience consider Nestle products 
in your consumer decisions."

Only by risking faith can one find faith. 

From the NATIONAL CONSULTATION ON ECONOMIC 
JUSTICE FOR WOMEN WHO ARE POOR Sponsored by 
The Office For Church in Society, United 
Church of Christ 

Although there are more than 44 million women 
in the paid labor force today, 80% are re- 
stricted to just 20 of the 420 listed occu- 
pational categories-mostly in retail sales, 
service, clerical, factory, or plant work. 
The growth of job opportunities in these 
traditionally female occupations has not 
kept pace with the growing number of female 
job seekers. As a result, women make up the 
majority (66%) of the "discouraged" workers- 
those who have actually given up looking for 
paid employment. Of those women who found 
jobs in 1978 only 9-9% held well-paid tradi- 
tionally "male" jobs

I know of no other organization where I am 
free to decide how little I want to deposit 
in it and still feel free to withdraw as 
much as I need. I will try in the future 
to make greater deposits, but please don't 
count on my being able to balance my ac- 
count as I know I'll be overdrawn always!"
